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The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  delineate  remains  of  Antiquity;  e.  g.  ancient  Ecclesiastical, 
Military,  and  Domestic  Edifices,  Sepulchral  Monuments,  Fonts,  Brasses,  Stained  Glass,  Tiles, 
Armour,  Dress,  Jewellery,  Plate,  Embroidery,  Furniture,  Carvings,  Illuminations  of  ancient 
MSS.,  Copies  of  rare  Prints,  Portraits,  Seals,  Coins,  Heraldry,  Ac.  &c.,  illustrative  of  the 
early  and  middle  ages. 

Supposing  the  Society  to  consist  of  100  members,  each  subscribing  10s.  6J.,  it  is  calculated 
that  an  annual  volume  of  40  or  50  prints  might  be  produced,  to  a copy  of  which  every  sub- 
scriber would  be  entitled.  But  as  probably  only  some  of  the  members  would  wish  to 
contribute  the  requisite  drawings,  each  contributor  would  have  to  send  his  or  her  portion  of 
the  whole  number.  For  instance,  if  forty  prints  were  required,  and  there  were  twenty 
members  who  would  contribute  the  drawings  for  them,  each  would  have  to  send  two. 

Every  such  contributor  to  be  entitled  to  ten  extra  impressions  from  each  of  his  drawings, 
with  the  priviledge  of  having  as  many  more  taken  at  his  own  expense  as  he  may  think  proper : 
it  being,  however,  understood  that  such  extra  impressions  shall  not  be  offered  for  sale,  nor 
used  for  publication  in  other  works.  It  is  not  requisite  that  the  contributors  of  the  drawings 
should  draw  them  themselves. 

The  size  of  the  Anastatic  Drawings  must  not  exceed  inches  by  9^,  inclusive  of  the  written 
names,  and  exclusive  of  the  margin.  The  name  of  each  subject  and  of  the  artist,  and  also  the 
year  when  drawn,  to  be  written  within  the  size  mentioned.  The  drawings  to  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary  not  later  than  August. 

Contributors  who  wish  to  colour  the  prints  taken  from  their  drawings,  must  mention  it  to 
the  Secretary  when  they  send  them. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  drawings  be  as  much  as  possible  of  subjects  hitherto  unpublished ; 
or  be,  at  least,  original  sketches. 

A short  description  of  each  should  also  be  sent,  from  which  a Descriptive  Index  to  the 
volume  for  the  year  will  be  formed. 

Members  doubling  or  trebling  their  subscription  to  be  entitled  to  so  many  more  copies  of 
the  work ; or  subscribers  of  a guinea  may  have  folio  copies,  with  the  prints  on  tinted  paper. 

The  Secretary  to  be  allowed  to  have  three  copies  of  the  annual  volume. 

Persons  wishing  to  become  Members,  and  Members  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
are  requested  to  inform  the  Secretary  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible.  Members  intending  to 
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contribute  drawings  should  make  known  tlieir  intention  to  the  Secretary  not  later  than  May ; 
and,  if  possible,  mention  the  intended  subjects  of  them,  in  order  to  prevent  duplicates  being 
sent.  They  are  also  requested  to  read  over  the  regulations  respecting  the  drawings  before 
they  begin  them,  and  again  when  they  think  they  are  finished. 

Instructions  and  materials  for  Anastatic  Drawing  may  be  procured  from  Mr.  Cowell, 
Butter-Market,  Ipswich. 

The  Secretary  should  be  informed  of  any  errors  occurring  in  the  List  of  Members  or  in  the 
Descriptive  Index  for  the  past  year.

I.  fHtSCClIanCOitS  Antiquities  in  tijr  (fTcdlcCttOn  Of  J.  Evans , Esq.— 1,  a Greek  sling-bullet  found 

among  the  bones  of  a skeleton  in  an  ancient  tomb  in  fiEgialea : an  account  of  these  sling-bullets  will  be  found 
in  the  Arcltceologia,  Yol.  XXXII.  p.  103.  2,  an  eagle  of  bronze  found  at  Fenny- Stratford  on  the  site  of  the 

ancient  Magiovintum  : it  is  evidently  of  Roman  workmanship,  but  its  exact  purpose  is  unknown.  3,  a Roman 
bone  tessara,  probably  nearly  analogous  to  a modern  draughtsman ; from  Richborough,  the  ancient  Rutupium. 
4,  a bronze  stud  or  fibula  from  the  site  of  a Roman  villa  at  Box  Moor,  Herts : it  has  been  covered  with  red 
enamel  with  rosettes  inlaid  in  the  rnille  fiore  style : the  centre  is  of  blue  enamel,  with  a small  quarterfoil  in 
red  and  yelloAV : see  Archceologia,  Yol.  XXXY.  p.  63.  5,  a bronze  fibula,  from  the  site  of  ancient  Verulam : 

it  has  been  enamelled  in  red  and  blue.  6,  a bronze  fibula  inlaid  with  blue  glass,  also  from  Verulam.  7,  a 
bronze  hair-pin  set  with  a bead  of  transparent  glass  at  the  top  : it  is  of  the  late  Roman  or  Saxon  period,  and 
was  found  at  Bicester.  8,  9,  10,  a bronze  key  and  two  hair-pins  of  bone,  of  the  ordinary  Roman  form ; from 
Colchester,  the  ancient  Camnlodunum.  11,  a pair  of  shears  of  bronze,  but  with  the  cutting  edges  of  steel 
inlaid ; found  at  Dover,  the  ancient  Dubris,  and  probably  Roman. 

II.  Sotttij  Boorbaaij  nub  jfcmt,  ^rmttagr  (fijitrrfj,  StaffortMiirc.  Mrs.  Spode.— This  Church, 
of  very  early  Norman  date,  has  been  rebuilt  in  the  same  style  and  on  the  same  site  since  1844.  An  exact  copy 
of  the  original  Doorway  here  represented  was  made,  and  the  old  broken  stones  are  now  preserved  in  the  form 
of  a Church-yard  Cross.  In  removing  the  foundations  of  the  Chancel,  remains  of  the  original  apse  were  dis- 
covered. There  is  a tradition  that  a hermit  made  his  abode  here,  and  also  that  it  was  a Cell  of  S.  Chad. 

III.  IZtTigtcs  of  jlranrts  carl  of  pRmtmgbon  anb  labo  Batljmnc  Ins  foifr,  ^spoMrda=£oudj. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Gresley. — The  earl  is  represented  wearing  his  coronet ; and  the  garter,  mantle  with  star,  collar,  and 
George,  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter.  Under  his  mantle  he  wears  the  armour  of  the  period.  The  dress  of  his 
widow  is  particularly  interesting,  and  perhaps  unique  among  monumental  effigies.  Probably  it  was  from  this 
monument  that  the  herald-painter  made  his  drawing  in  Harl.  MS.  6064,  fo.  91b,  engraved  in  Strutt’s  Dress 
and  Habits,  &c.,  PI.  cxxxv.  At  the  close  of  the  fifteenth  century  the  superfluous  usage  of  cloth,  and  the  Avast 
expenses  incurred  at  the  funerals  of  the  nobility  and  gentry,  occasioned  a restricting  edict.  Margaret,  the 
mother  of  Henry  Vlltli,  in  the  eighth  year  of  that  king’s  reign,  made  an  “ ordinance  and  reformation  of  ap- 
parell  for  greate  estates  of  women  for  the  tyme  of  mourninge.”  The  dress  of  Lady  Katherine  Huntingdon 
corresponds  with  the  ordinance  for  a Countess  in  the  time  of  mourning,  with  the  addition  of  a close  cap  under 
the  hood,  which  is  called  by  the  painter  mentioned  above  “ the  Paris  hede.”  “ The  barbe ,”  continues  Strutt, 
“ is  the  white  plaited  linen,  worn  in  this  instance  above  the  chin.  On  the  top  of  the  hood,  Avliich  is  lined  with 
white,  is  her  coronet;  ‘the  trayne’  in  the  front  belonging  to  the  surcote,  in  a reference  to  the  above  ordi- 
nances, is  commanded  to  be  narrow,  ‘ not  exceedinge  the  bredthe  of  eight  inches ; which,’  it  is  added,  ‘ must  be 
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trussed  up  before  under  tlie  gyrdell,  or  borne  upon  the  left  armed  In  the  delineation  before  us,  the  1 trayne  ’ is 
returned  over  the  girdle ; and  beneath  the  lower  fold  of  the  surcoat  appears  a part  of  her  gown ; the  garment 
on  either  side  over  her  arms  is  the  mantle,  which  is  sufficiently  long  to  spread  upon  the  ground.”  Strutt's 
Dress  ancl  Habits , ffic.,  Yol.  II.  p.  326.— The  inscription  on  the  tomb  is  as  follows : jlpre  luctlj  gc  corps  of 
francos  late  crlc  of  Ijutinghun  IortJe  Ijaftgngcs  Ijungerforti  Botrcaur  JHoljgns  N ffloglcs  knight  of  gc  fjonorable  orficr 
of  gE  garter  foljtrljc  Pcccafch  gc  xxtfJ  tiage  of  Uune  a0  tint  1561  anti  of  gr  latig  hgtljcrtn  Countiffe  of  ptingtion  l)is 
toifc  kiijiclg  ticccafcti  gc  irud  tiag  of  Scpir  iHnno  tint  1576. 

IA  . jfoht  til  BcUTOluliy  (JTIjUrdj,  3LtttC0lUS|)trC  Mrs.  R.  Miles. — Entire  height  3 feet  8 inches,  of 
which  the  bowl  and  stem  are  of  exactly  equal  proportions,  being  each  22  inches.  The  bowl  measures  33  inches 
across.  The  stem  is  hollow  and  perforated,  and  contains  within  it  some  grotesque  carvings,  representing  de- 
mons, probably  alluding  to  the  triumph  of  Grace  over  Sin  in  Holy  Baptism.

\ . Ancient  IHanor  liloitsr,  Beaumaris.  Mrs.  Spode. — All  ancient  house  in  Beaumaris,  called  Plas 
Mawr,  was  formerly  the  residence  of  the  Williams  family,  and  now  belongs  to  Sir  R.  Williams  Bulkeley,  Bart. 
It  is  in  a very  dilapidated  condition,  and  is  divided  into  several  dwellings.  The  most  remarkable  features  of 
it  are,  however,  clearly  discernable  both  externally  and  in  the  interior.  Under  one  of  the  projecting  windows 
is  the  following  inscription  in  quaint  irregular  characters,  IF  GOD  BE  FOR  VS  WHO  CAN  BE  AGAINST  vs.

VI.  £,  fHarcjarct’s  (Kljapet,  Btaekforhhu,  ILciccstcrsijtrr.  Miss  L.  J.  Vavasour. — Philip  de  Belmeis, 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Asliby-de-la-Zouch,  gave  u the  Church  of  St.  Elene  of  Aessevi  with  the  Church  of 
Blacfordby”  to  the  Abbey  of  Lilleshull  in  Shropshire,  founded  by  his  brother,  Richard  de  Belmeis,  about 
a.ij.  1145.  The  present  Chapel  is  of  the  plainest  Early  English  Architecture  of  the  13th  century.  It  contains 
a circular  Font  of  probably  earlier  date,  and  some  good  square  bench-ends.  In  the  east  window  is  the  head 
of  S.  Margaret  in  stained  glass.  This  picturesque  old  building  is  in  a very  dilapidated  condition.  The  side 
walls  are  18  inches  out  of  the  perpendicular.  It  is  about  to  be  demolished,  and  a new  edifice  constructed. — 
See  Midland  Counties  Hist.  Coll .,  Yol.  I. 

AML  (Tijc  BlacUIatltfS  lYttUUnm,  StaffovhSljtl'C*  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — But  little  is  known  of  the  early 
history  of  this  establishment.  It  was  a Convent  of  Black  or  Benedictine  Nuns,  dedicated  to  S.  Mary,  existent 
in  the  Forest  of  Brewood  in  the  reign  of  Richard  1st.  Isabel  Laundes,  sometimes  alleged  to  have  been  its 
Foundress,  was  in  fact  its  last  Prioress,  and  surrendered  it  to  the  commissioners  of  Henry  Ylllth.  It  has  often 
been  confounded  with  a neighbouring  House  of  White  or  Cistercian  Nuns,  dedicated  to  S.  Leonard,  known  by 
the  name  of  The  White-ladies.  Two  Seals,  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Dukes  (. Antiquities  of  Shropshire,  p.  202,)  as 
having  been  used  by  the  Black-ladies  and  White-ladies,  belonged  exclusively  to  the  former.  Some  account  of 
the  possessions  of  this  House  is  given  in  Mon.  Any.,  Yol.  IV.  pp.  500 — 502. 

VIII.  BoscoM,  Sljropsijtrc.  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — This  interesting  house  is  the  well-known  retreat  and 
hiding  place  of  K.  Charles  Ilnd.  After  the  battle  of  Worcester,  which  took  place  on  Sept.  3rd,  1651,  the  King 
travelled  all  night,  and  reached  The  White-ladies  at  break  of  day;  from  whence  he  adjourned  to  Boscobel, 
scarcely  a mile  distant.  Here,  with  the  exception  of  one  night  when  he  attempted  to  reach  and  to  cross  the 
Severn,  he  remained  concealed,  sometimes  in  The  Oak,  and  sometimes  in  the  hiding  places  in  the  house,  till 
the  evening  of  Sept.  7th,  when  he  removed  to  Moseley  Hall,  eight  or  ten  miles  off.  This  view  is  taken  from 
the  south-east.  The  Royal  Oak  stands  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  behind  the  spectator.  The  small 
mount,  on  which  is  the  summer-house  to  which  the  King  resorted  through  the  private  door  in  the  ivy  at  the 
foot  of  the  chimney-stack,  is  a few  yards  from  the  tree  in  the  foreground.

TX.  ftlary’s  (Pljurrij,  Braiding,  Eslc  of  Mtgljt.  R.  J.  Jones , Esq. — This  Church  consists  of 
a Nave  of  five  bays’ with  north  and  south  Aisles,  a Chancel  of  two  bays  with  north  and  south  Chapels,  a dis- 
engaged western  Tower,  and  south  Porch.  The  Nave  arcades  and  the  Chancel  arch  are  transition  Romanesque : 
the  arches  have  Hat  soffits  with  the  edges  chamfered : the  piers  have  cushion  caps.  The  Tower  is  a little  later, 


being  pure  first-pointed.  The  remaining  portions  of  the  Church  are  third-pointed.  There  are  two  Dedication 
Crosses  over  the  Priest’s  Door  in  the  north  Chapel ; and  in  the  one  south  of  the  Chancel  are  some  late  wooden 
effigies.  The  Church  is  very  much  defaced  with  unsightly  pues.  The  Font  is  modern. 

X.  Cljainrtl  Boohs  tit  Bmtbsall  (Cljttrri),  Qctffit)Sl}trf.  Miss  V.  II.  Darwin.— These  were  pre- 
sented by  some  forgotten  benefactor,  and  consist  of  Bishop  Jewell’s  Works,  1609,  Burnet’s  History  of  the 
Reformation,  Cave’s  Lives  of  the  Primitive  Fathers,  1689,  Antiquitates  Apostolicse,  1684,  Cave’s  Ecclesiastici, 
1683,  and  A Collection  of  Cases  written  to  recover  dissenters  to  the  Communion  of  the  Church  of  England, 
1695.  The  Altar-rails  are  formed  of  part  of  the  old  Chancel- Screen. 

XT.  BdtCS  Of  attctcnt  Bristol.  George  Pryce , Esq. — 1,  Part  of  an  old  Hall,  erroneously  called 
u Alderman  Whitsun’s  Chapel,”  whose  mansion  adjoining  was  converted  into  a tavern,  well  known  as  the 
u Queen  Bess,”  in  S.  Nicholas’  Street.  Both  structures  were  demolished  in  1852  to  form  a site  for  the  Bristol 
Athenaeum.  The  arcade  on  the  right  was  probably  erected  about  the  year  1200  \ the  window  is  of  the  reign 
of  Edward  Ilnd.  2,  Coffin  lid  of  the  13th  century,  discovered  in  January,  1852,  on  removing  the  steps  of  the 
north  Porch  of  S.  Mary  Redcliffe  Church.  3,  A massive  silver  ring,  inscribed  with  a merchant’s  mark  of  the 
15th  century,  found  opposite  the  west  end  of  S.  Mary  Redcliffe  Church,  when  constructing  a culvert  for  the 
Local  Board  of  Health  in  October,  1849.  4,  Corbel,  of  the  13th  century,  removed  from  the  old  Church  of  S. 

Thomas,  which  was  pulled  down  in  1789,  and  now  built  into  a wall  in  the  White  Lion  Yard,  Thomas  Street. 
5,  Part  of  a Perpendicular  window  dug  up  on  the  site  of  the  Franciscan  Monastery,  Lewin’s-Mead : the  only 
fragment  of  the  building  supposed  to  remain.  6,  A Tradesman’s  Token  of  the  time  of  the  Commonwealth. 

XII.  Cantcrlmru  Catfjrtrral,  X.  Eastern  ^Transept.  TTr.  J.  GiUett , Esq.— This  Transept  is  the 

north  one  of  the  eastern  Transepts.  The  Tower  is  one  of  the  oldest  parts  of  the  Cathedral,  or  nearly  so ; it 
was  built  by  Ernulf  very  early  in  the  twelfth  century.  The  odd  shaped  Roof  on  the  right  is  the  Chapter- 
House.  The  octagon  building  down  in  the  garden  on  the  left  is  the  Baptistery,  which  was  formerly  the  Wei], 
but  had  a room  put  over  it.  The  low  Tower  at  the  east  end  is  Becket’s  Crown. 

XIII.  Cantcrlntru  CatfjdJral,  front  tljc  Brick  (Court,  w.  J.  Gillett , Esq. 

XIY.  Enctsrtt  Slab,  of  tljc  I2tlj  centum,  UTljcto  (Cijutclj : jlont,  of  tljc  Utlj  centum, 
(Ctckcnljant  Cljttrd) ; jfont  anti  fpulpit,  of  tljc  13tlj  centum,  Natlsca  (Cljttrclj ; £omcrsctsljtrc. 

George  Pryce , Esq. 

XV.  UTljc  totem  Dooriuap  anti  portion  of  tljc  SToto  of  (CljcpstoPa  (Cljttrclj.  Rev.  T.  P. 

Rogers. — This  seems  to  be  all  that  is  left  of  the  old  Church  ; the  remainder  having  been  disfigured  by  portions 
of  quasi-Grecian  architecture,  or  by  the  vilest  modern  imitations  of  the  Norman  style.  It  was  originally  the 
Church  of  the  Benedictine  Priory  of  Chepstow,  and  was  converted  at  the  Reformation  into  the  Parish  Church. 

XVI.  (Clcatljorpc  (fflntrcl),  Etncolnsljtrc.  Miss  V.  IT.  Darwin.— There  is  a Latin  inscription  on  a 
stone  in  this  Church,  recording  the'  Dedication  of  it  u by  Lord  Hugh,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  in  the  year  from  the 
Incarnation  of  the  Lord  M:C:XC:II:  in  the  time  of  King  Richard.” 

XVII.  SHTooIlffartltngS  tit  (Cocktngtoit  (Cliui'cfj,  DcllOlt.  Miss  IT.  F.  Madan. — These  form  the 
upper  part  of  the  reading-desks,  which  are  placed  on  either  side  of  the  door  in  the  screen.  They  are,  as  expressed 
in  the  inscriptions  above  them,  representations  of  S.  Matthew  and  S.  Luke.  They  were  removed  hither  from 
Tor-Mohun  Church  about  thirty  years  ago.

XVIII.  (fro .rail,  TDcrlrOSljtrC.  Miss  A.  M.  Reid. — “ Croxhall  or  Crokeshall,  in  Darbishier,  is  placed 
at  the  southwest  corner  therof,  euen  whear  the  mease  broke  faleth  into  the  Tame,  wh  shortly  after  faletli  into  the 
trent,  veri  comodiouse  for  wood,  water,  and  fine  pastures.  And  allthough  I read  often  of  the  sirname  ot  Crox- 
hall, yet  know  I not  wheather  he  held  the  mannore,  or  how  he  went  from  it.  Long  hath  it  remayned  to  that 
Ancient  family  of  Curson,  whos  surname  hath  contynued  in  thes  parts,  long  before  the  dating,  generally,  of 
euidences.  It  is  nowe,  1596,  in  the  possession  of  Georg  Curson,  esquier,  (Sheriff  ot  the  countie),  the  son  of 
George,  the  sonn  of  Thomas,  the  sonn  of  John,  the  sonn  of  Thomas,  the  son  of  John  Curson  & Ann  his  wiff, 
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daughter  to  sir  Thomas  Gresley,  knight.”  Wyrley's  copy , in  1596,  of  Flower  and  Glover's  Visitation  of  Derbyshire 
in  1569.  Hurl.  MS.  6592,  fo.  69*. — In  the  reign  of  K.  Charles  1st,  Mary,  only  dau.  and  heiress  of  Sir  George 
Curzon,  [son  of  George  Curzon,  Esq.,  above-named,]  brought  Croxall  by  marriage  to  Sir  Edward  Sackville, 
K.B.,  afterwards  fourth  earl  of  Dorset.  This  lady  was  governess  to  the  king’s  children.  The  Dorset  family 
resided  occasionally  at  Croxall ; and  tradition  speaks  of  Dryden  having  been  a visitor  there.  The  manor  was 
purchased  of  John  Fredrick,  Duke  of  Dorset,  by  Thomas  Prinsep,  Esq.  After  the  death  of  his  son,  Thomas 
Prinsep,  Esq.,  in  1814,  it  devolved  under  his  will  to  his  nephew  Thomas-Prinsep,  the  son  of  Theophilus 
Levett,  Esq.,  of  Wichnor,  in  Staffordshire. — Dyson's  Derbyshire , pp.  97-8. 

XIX.  arms  anb  Inscriptions  in  (Croxall  (Cljttrdj,  Derbyshire,  in  1596,  Rev.  J.  M.  Gresley.— 

u Thes  thre  moniments  in  glasse  wrought  alsoe  wth  their  pictures  & vestements  of  the  same, — Thomas 
Curson  & Margaret  his  wyff,  obijt,  1485. — Thomas  Curson,  esquier,  lord  of  Croxhall,  and  Ann  and  Elyzabeth 
his  2 wyues  ; he  died  1441. — Joh  Curson  & Jone  his  wyff ; he  died  1500,  she  died  1514.- — John  Horton,  sonn 
and  heyre  of  Roger  Horton  of  Catton  & Ann  his  wyff,  daughter  of  John  Curson  of  Croxhall,  esqr;  he  died 
1521. — Roger  Horton  & Joan  his  wiff. — Catton  standeth  belowe  Croxhall  vpon  the  Riuer  of  Tam,  the  habi- 
tation of  Walter  Horton,  esquier;  pleasaunt,  frutefull,  and  Comodious.”

XX.  33am,  formerly  tiff  Dtntnopllall,  Darlington.  A.  Chamjoernowne,  Esq. — This  is  the  interior 
of  a large  building,  which  forms  the  north-eastern  angle  of  Dartington  House,  The  present  floor  is  compara- 
tively modern : the  level  of  the  ground  is  12  feet  4 inches  below  it.  The  distance  between  the  principals  is  10 
feet  2 inches.  The  partition  wall  is  quite  modern.  The  date,  though  uncertain,  is  plainly  anterior  to  that  of 
the  long  range  of  buildings  which  abuts  on  it,  forming  the  north  side  of  the  Quadrangle,  and  which  seem  to 
have  been  built  at  least  as  early  as  the  larger  Hall  and  other  buildings,  which  form  the  largest  features  of  the 
existing  antiquities  of  the  place.  There  is  good  reason  to  think  that  these  last  were  built  by  the  Duke  of 
Exeter,  half  brother  to  Iv.  Richard  Ilnd.

Fibula  found  in  the  Derwent;  length  4]-  inches.  2,  Flint  Arrow-head,  (calcined)  from  a Barrow  at  Ringham 
Lowe,  near  Monyash ; actual  size : its  extreme  tenuity  may  be  judged  by  its  weight,  which  is  less  than  two 
pennyweights.  3,  Bronze  Fibula  found  near  Alport ; actual  size,  4,  Perforated  bone  Pin  from  a Barrow  in 
Monsal  Dale  ; actual  size.  5,  Perforated  bone  Ornament  from  the  same  Barrow.  6,  Bronze  Celt,  found  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Buxton ; length  6 inches.  7,  Bronze  ring  Key ; actual  size.  8,  Stone  Hammer  (basalt)  found 
at  Hungry  Bentley  ; length  11  inches,  weight  lOf  lbs.  All  in  the  Museum  of  T.  Bateman,  Esq. 

XXII.  iscclcstasttcal  Anttqttttirs  tit  Derbyshire.  T.  N.  Brushfield,  Esq.— 1,  Incised  Slab  inserted 
in  the  wall  over  the  window  in  the  north  Aisle  of  Parwich  Church.  2,  3,  Coffin-shaped  slabs,  two  feet  long, 
found  in  Bakewell  Church  in  1851 : they  are  remarkable  for  their  small  size.  4,  Small  Effigy  of  sandstone 
in  a niche  in  the  north  wall  of  the  Nave  of  Yolgrave  Church,  evidently  of  very  early  date,  and  seemingly  a 
representation  of  a Pilgrim  Child.  5,  Piscina  in  Yolgrave  Church  : the  drain-stone  and  sculptured  head  are  of 
earlier  date  than  the  sides  and  label.  6,  Cross  in  Taddington  Church-yard.  7,  Market-Cross  at  Monyash. 

XXITI.  parliament  liloitsr,  Dolgclly.  Mans.  B.  Bujfat. — Owen  Glendower  is  said  to  have  held 
his  parliament  here.  The  building  is  still  in  pretty  good  repair,  and  is  inhabited  by  several  poor  families. 
All  the  frame  work  is  of  oak,  in  excellent  preservation.  The  carved  ornaments  under  the  windows  are  very 
well  defined,  and  of  good  workmanship. 

XXIV,  XXV.  DoningtomondijoUkatij,  ILctrrstcrsljtrc.  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gresley. — Existing  remains 
of  Domestic  Architecture  of  the  13th  century  are  rare,  and  this  is  an  unusually  perfect  example.  Donington 
was  once  the  seat  of  William  de  Sees,  whose  daughter  and  heir  married  Alexander  Villers  of  Brokesby, 
Leicestershire,  temp.  Hen.  111.,  to  which  period  this  mansion  may  be  assigned.  It  consists  of  an  oblong 
square,  with  two  buildings  projecting  from  the  north  side,  from  the  western  one  of  which  there  is  a third 
building  projecting  still  further  northward.  The  entrance  to  the  mansion  was  a pointed-arched  doorway, 
reached  by  an  external  stair-case,  which  led  into  the  principal  apartment  or  Hall ; below  which,  on  the  ground 
floor,  was  the  kitchen.  The  original  windows  of  the  Hall  have  been  destroyed,  with  the  exception  of  the 
small  trefoiled  light  shown  in  the  drawing  over  the  present  back  door.  Pointed  arched  oaken  doorways  led 


from  tlie  Hall  into  the  sleeping  rooms  in  the  two  adjoining  projecting  buildings.  The  kitchen  on  the  ground- 
floor  had  narrow  square  lights  similar  to  the  one  in  the  drawing : two  of  them  (blocked  up)  remain  in  the  west 
Avail.  Access  was  had  from  the  Hall  to  the  kitchen  probably  by  a stair-case  in  the  same  position  as  the  one 
now  in  use : whether  there  was  any  other  entrance  to  it  may  be  questioned.  In  the  north  wall  of  the  kitchen 
is  a spacious  fire-place,  having  a low  arch  Avith  a chamfered  edge.  There  was  perhaps  a stair-case  from  the 
upper  room  of  the  eastern  projection  to  the  room  on  the  ground-floor  belorv  it,  norv  destroyed,  traces  of  which 
are  discernable,  as  in  the  drawing.  The  door  norv  leading  into  this  room  from  the  kitchen  is  modern.  The 
lower  room  in  the  western  projection  seems  to  have  had  a door  in  the  western  Avail,  and  to  have  been  uncon- 
nected with  the  kitchen  and  further  northern  projection.  The  latter  also  seems  to  have  been  a distinct  build- 
ing, with  a door  in  the  eastern  Avail  where  the  modern  window  is,  and  a stair-case,  as  norv,  leading  to  the 
upper  room.  All  the  original  windows  remaining  are  similar  to  the  trvo  represented  in  the  plate  Avith  the 
ground-plan  of  the  house;  and  there  are  indications  of  their  having  been  closed  with  wooden  shutters  inside. 
The  large  windows  with  mullions,  and  the  roofs,  are  of  the  17th  century.  The  angles  of  the  buildings  are  of 
long-an d-short  work.  The  barn  opposite  the  house  is  probably  coeval  with  it.  Two  fields  adjoining  are  called 
the  Large  and  Small  Parks : another,  the  Park  Mires,  about  three  acres,  was  once  a pool.

XXVI.  i\00tKScrcnt  tit  jTlamborOttgfi  CllUld),  llorkslurr.  Rev.  J.  C.  Horderne.— The  Chancel 
of  this  little  Church  is  separated  from  the  Nave  by  a wooden  Screen,  OArer  Avhich  are  the  remains  of  the  Pood- 
Loft.  The  workmanship  of  this  Screen  belongs  to  the  15th  century,  and  is  extremely  rich.  It  has  formerly 
been  painted  and  gilded.  It  contains  fourteen  niches,  thirteen  of  which  have  fine  canopies ; and  six  arches 
below,  filled  with  the  remains  of  excellent  tracery. 

XXVII.  Stamcb  Cl  lass  of  tljc  14tij  century.  S.  Evans , Esq. — Perhaps  S.  Mary  Magdalene.  It 
is  in  the  collection  of  F.  W.  Oliphant,  Esq.,  London. 

XXVIII.  Cromlccij  near  Corey,  Jersey.  Rev.  J.  Denton. 

XXIX.  Creat  liiampbnt  Cljurrip  Bucks.  A.  J.  c.  Hare , Esq. — This  Church  is  situated  on  the 
top  of  the  Chiltern  Hills,  and  is  close  to  the  old  Hall  of  Great  Hampden,  the  residence  of  the  celebrated  John 
Hampden.  Within  its  walls  is  the  tomb  of  his  first  Avife,  Elizabeth  Simeon,  Avith  a touching  inscription  to  her 
memory  from  his  oavii  pen ; and  thither,  also,  in  June,  1643,  his  remains  were  carried  with  military  honors  to 
their  last  resting  place. 

XXX.  Sit  Elsam  Grange,  ©ebonsijtre.  Miss  F.  M.  Gresley. — William  Briwere,  jun.,  son  of  the 
Founder  of  Tor  Abbey,  gave  to  that  House  “ totam  terrain  meam  de  Eylsham  et  de  Coleton,  cum  omnibus 
pertinentiis  suis.”  At  the  dissolution  Elsham  Grange  Avas  valued  at  £6  13s.  6d.  Oliver  says  of  it,  “ Here  is 
a tower,  not  improbably  destined  for  a priestly  recluse.” — See  Monas t.  Dioec.  Exon.  pp.  170,  174,  178. 

^ XXXI.  ittlbc  Cljantry,  Somersetshire.  A.  A.  Clarice , Esq. — The  picturesque  ruins  of  Cilve,  Culve, 
Ivilve,  or  its  Norman  name  Selve,  is  situated  in  a valley  at  the  head  of  the  Quantoch  Hills,  between  the  port 
of  Watchet  and  the  ancient  little  town  of  Stowey.  In  a.d.  1329  this  Chantry  Avas  founded  by  Sir  Simon  de 
Forneaux,  lord  of  the  manor,  for  five  priests,  who  were  every  day  to  say  Divine  Service  for  the  souls  of  Sir 
Matthew  de  Forneaux,  grandfather  of  the  said  Sir  Simon,  Alice  his  wife,  and  Sir  Henry  de  Umfraville  her 
father ; for  the  endowment  of  which  he  had  a licence  to  amortize  a house  and  garden  at  Iviive,  a furlong  of  land 
at  Stringston,  another  at  Wembdon,  and  a field  at  Chilton  Trinet,  together  with  the  Churches  of  lvihTe  and 
Stringston.  This  Chantry  was  called  u Minister  et  sodales  Societatis  de  Kilve.” 

XXXII.  Cross  in  tiir  €ijurei>yarti,  Utrft  Bratiban,  Esle  of  IHan,  Mrs.  Hudson. — Two  other 
Crosses  in  the  same  Church-yard  Avere  printed  in  the  volume  of  the  Anastatic  Drawing  Society  for  1855. 

XXXIII.  Brnripen'D  tit  ILangljam  CTjttrdt,  Essex.  Miss  F.  M.  Gresley.— In  1509,  King  Henry 
Vlllth  gave  the  lordship  of  Langham  to  his  Queen,  Catharine  of  Arragon ; and  after  his  separation  from  her, 
to  his  third  Queen,  Jane  Seymour.  Wright's  Essex , Vol.  I.  p.  453. — This  may  account  for  the  Eoyal  Crown 
upon  the  Bench-end,  held  by  the  tA\ro  lions. 
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XXXIY.  J3.  fHarh,  from  £.  ©IjabA  (Gospels  tit  tljr  ©attjctiral  ILtbrarij,  HtdjIMth  Rev. 

J.  M.  Gresley.  There  seems  no  reason  to  clouht  that  this  MS.  is  more  than  1200  years  old.  The  volume 
measures  12  inches  by  9^-,  and  at  the  present  time  consists  of  only  110  leaves,  the  greater  portion  of  St.  Luke’s 
Gospel  and  the  whole  of  St.  John’s  being  wanting.  It  is  written  on  thick  strong  vellum,  and  the  leaves  are, 
unfortunately,  considerably  discoloured ; the  ink,  however,  is,  as  usual,  of  perfect  blackness.  The  verso  of 
the  71st  leaf  is  ornamented  with  a portrait  of  St.  Mark,  drawn  in  the  rude  style  of  the  early  Irish  School.  The 
Evangelist  is  represented  as  clasping  a book  with  both  hands  upon  the  breast,  and  as  clad  in  robes  of  many 
folds  ; his  head  is  surrounded  by  a plain  nimbus,  over  which  is  extended  his  symbol,  the  lion,  rudely  delineated, 
but  still  bearing  some  resemblance  to  that  animal.  The  chair,  or  seat,  in  front  of  which  the  Saint  is  drawn, 
(and  to  the  side  of  which  his  inkstand  is  fixed,  being  supported  by  a long  slender  stem,)  is  of  singular  form, 
one  part  of  it  representing  a quadruped  not  much  unlike  a greatly  attenuated  giraffe,  with  a long  tail,  termi- 
nated by  a curiously  folded  knot.  The  commencement  of  St.  Mark’s  Gospel  occupies  the  opposite  page,  and 
is  highly  ornamented,  the  first  letters  IN  being  long  and  narrow,  and  not  less  than  eleven  inches  in  height.

XXXV.  (fllartlftl  Stones  titscobcrcb  til  ILtrijftdb  CatfKbral  Mrs.  C.  Gresley.— These  have  been 
brought  to  light  chiefly  during  recent  excavations,  and  are  portions  of  a more  ancient  structure  than  any  part 
of  the  present  Cathedral. 

XXXVI.  Seal  of  living  3oijn  front  tljr  ardjtbcs  of  ILtdjftdb  Catljcbral  Mrs.  C.  Gresley.— 

u King  John  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign,  granted  the  Church  of  Bakewell  [Bathecwell],  then  collegiate,  with 
its  prebends  and  other  appurtenances,  to  the  Canons  of  Lichfield  [Lichesfield],  to  whom  it  was  afterwards 
appropriated.  At  the  time  of  King  John’s  grant,  there  were  three  officiating  priests  in  this  Church,  for  whom 
a competent  maintenance  was  stipulated,  and  one  of  the  prebendaries  of  Lichfield  was,  in  consequence  of  the 
above-mentioned  grant,  to  say  mass  for  the  souls  of  the  King  and  Lis  ancestors,  in  Lichfield  Cathedral.  The 
prebends  of  Bakewell  were  three  in  number ; Matthew,  a canon  of  Lichfield,  being  the  incumbent  of  one  of 
these,  was  allowed  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  retain  it  during  his  life.”  Ly sons'  Derbyshire , p.  25. — The 
grant  in  the  Registry  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  which  this  seal  is  appended,  is  printed  in  Dugclale's  Monast. 
Angl.  Vol.  VI.  p.  1251. 

XXXVII.  ©Ib  fijottsc  tn  Bore  Street,  iLtdjfieltb  Mrs.  C.  Gresley. — The  plaster  which  entirely 
covered  the  front  of  this  fine  old  house  was  removed  a few  years  ago,  and  the  timber-work  disclosed  to  view 
as  now  seen. 


XXXVIII.  3Lt0toelt  ©IjaprI,  JDrbonsljtrc.  Mrs.  T)e  Burgh. — The  present  name  of  this  place  is 
probably  an  abbreviation  of  “The  Lady- Well  Chapel.”  It  is  about  three  miles  and  a half  from  Teignmouth. 
There  is  a cock-and-bull  story  of'  a priest  who  performed  Divine  Service  here,  turning  out  to  be  a thief  and  a 
murderer.  The  money  he  hid  under  the  Altar,  and  the  dead  bodies  he  thrust  into  the  Well.  The  Well  may 
be  seen  in  the  centre  of  the  ruined  Chapel,  covered  with  a large  granite  stone. 

XXXIX.  ILublob)  ©astir,  lilcrfforbsljtrr.  Mons.  B.  Buff  at. 

XL.  Sin  Organist  of  tljr  U,tl)  rcntitru,  IRrrrbalr  Clittvri),  EEaiijotrhsljtrr*  Rev.  J.  M.  Gres- 
ley.— The  ancient  Organs  were  of  two  kinds,  positive  and  portative.  The  positive  were  stationery,  and 
sometimes  very  large.  Wulstan  in  his  prologue  to  the  life  of  S.  Swithin,  mentions  one  with  twelve  pair  of 
bellows  above,  fourteen  below,  four  hundred  pipes,  and  requiring  seventy  strong  men  to  work  it.  The 
portative  were  small  and  moveable,  such  as  the  one  upon  which  the  Merevale  organist  is  engaged.  He  is 
playing  with  his  left  hand,  and  blowing  the  bellows  underneath  with  his  right.  At  the  sale  of  the  goods  of 
the  Grey  Friars  of  Stafford,  Sept.  27th,  1539,  was  “ sold  a old  peyre  of  portatyffes  organs  to  Mr.  Besum,  ij».” —

XLI.  fHonlvS’  flEell,  ftl emblem  jfai'lrtgfj,  HEtltS.  Mrs.  G.  S.  Bechett. — The_ Cluniac  Monastery  at 
Monkton  Farleigh,  founded  in  1154,  was  supplied  with  water  from  this  Well,  and  it  still  supplies  the  Manor 
House  since  erected  on  the  site  of  the  Monastery.  The  rivulet  formed  from  its  overflow  divides  the  Parishes  ot 
Farleigh  and  South  Wraxhall. 

©ah  IJulpit,  St.  IJctCV’S,  emblem  jfarletglj. — Bp.  Jewell  preached  frequently  froni  this  Pulpit,  and 
some  authorities  consider  that  he  there  preached  his  last  Sermon.  He  died  at  Monkton  Farleigh  in  1571.

XLIL  fHotmob  3i3rttrofC,  IHonmoutfb  Rev.  J.  L.  Petit. — This,  I believe,  is  the  only  specimen  now 
left  in  England  of  a Medieval  Bridge  having  a Gateway-Tower  over  one  of  its  piers.  From  its  architectural 
character  it  may  be  pronounced  to  belong  to  the  14th  century.  The  old  Welch  Bridge  of  Shrewsbury,  de- 
stroyed many  years  ago,  but  well  known  from  engravings,  must  have  been  somewhat  similar,  but  of  greater 
size  and  magnificence.- — J.  L.  P.

XLIV.  monuments  at  Ncfoton  i\ccps  anti  ^otestoortij,  SHarfotcfcsfttrc,  anti  ©rtoibonTljc 

51? til,  ILctCCStCrStjirr.  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gresley. — These  are  three  remarkable,  perhaps  unique,  monuments.  That 
at  Newton  Regis  is  of  the  14th  century.  Above  the  half-figure  of  the  Priest  in  the  trefoil,  with  his  chalice 
and  missal,  is  a representation  of  his  soul,  like  a little  child,  carried  heaven-wards  by  Angels,  the  Third  Person 
of  the  Holy  Trinity  descending  to  meet  him.  Between  these  compartments  are  two  more  Angels  with  censers. 
Below  are  two  kneeling  acolytes  with  candles.  At  the  foot  is  the  Holy  Lamb.  These  are  all  in  relief.  Within 
a moulding  at  the  head  and  along  one  side  of  the  stone  is  a continuous  ornament  with  ball-flowers.  This 
monument  stands  eight  or  ten  inches  in  height  upon  the  pavement,  under  an  arch  in  the  north  wall  of  the 
Chancel,  near  the  Altar. 

In  1279  the  Master  of  the  Knights  Hospitalers  at  Dalby-on-the-Woulds,  Leicestershire,  possessed  the  fourth 
part  of  one  virgate  in  Gopsal,  where  was  a chapel,  of  which  Orton  was  the  Mother-Church.  Wellesburgli,  -41- 
miles  east  of  Orton,  was  granted  by  one  of  the  old  earls  of  Leicester  to  the  Knights  Templars.  This  may 
account  for  the  monument  of  a Knight  of  one  of  these  Orders  in  Orton  Church,  as  we  assume  it  to  be  from  the 
Cross  Pattee,  which  they  wore  upon  their  mantle,  at  the  foot  of  the  stone,  and  the  Knight  on  horseback  at  the 
head.  It  measures  7 feet  6 inches  in  length : 2 feet  2 inches  wide,  by  1 34  inches  high  at  the  head  : and  1 foot 
8 inches  wide  by  10  inches  high  at  the  foot.  It  is  probably  of  the  12th  century. — See  Nichols'  Leicestershire , 
Spark.  Hand .,  pp.  850,  854,  858,  958. 

In  Waller’s  Monumental  Brasses  are  two  representations  of  Abbesses  of  the  16tli  century.  The  present 
monument  is  of  free-stone,  and  may  be  assigned  to  the  early  part  of  the  13th  century.  The  effigy  is  rudely 
carved  in  low  relief.  She  wears  the  habit  of  a Benedictine  Nun.  In  her  right  hand  she  holds  her  Pastoral- 
Staff,  and  in  her  left  her  Service-Book.  At  her  feet  is  a deer,  in  allusion  to  the  verse,  “ Like  as  the  hart  desireth 
the  water-brooks,  so  longeth  my  soul  after  Thee,  O God.”  This  effigy  is  now  placed  upon  an  altar-tomb  of 
later  date.  Polesworth  Nunnery  was  founded  by  K.  Egbert ; and  at  its  dissolution  was  found  faultless  by  the 
commissioners  of  Iv.  Henry  the  VUIth. — See  Wright's  Letters  on  the  Suppression  of  Monasteries , p.  138.

XLY,  XL VI.  JTrscors  founti  on  tlir  ioall  of  fMntun  Cljapcl,  Morrrstrrstjtrr.  Rev.  J.  F. 

Wickenden. — The  Chapel  of  Pendefene,  now  Penvin,  attached  to  the  parish  of  Holy  Cross,  Pershore,  is  Norman 
of  the  rudest  description,  having  a Decorated  east  window,  and  a Perpendicular  window  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Nave.  Underneath  the  whitewash  have  been  found  the  Ten  Commandments,  Creed,  and  Lord’s  Prayer. 
In  uncovering  the  last,  which  was  placed  between  the  Perpendicular  window  and  the  Chancel  arch,  fragments 
of  a painting,  and  sentences  of  an  older  date,  were  found  beneath  it,  but  on  coats  of  paint  too  thin  to  admit  of 
their  being  decyphered.  These,  however,  peeled  off,  and  a figure  of  our  Lord  with  an  orb  in  His  hand,  sitting- 
in  His  Mother’s  arms,  came  out.  The  lower  part  of  this  group  is  lost,  and  the  knife  often  opened  a piece  of 
work  painted  beneath  it.  Here  was  a Saint  witli  a staff  in  hand,  standing  between  two  fruit  trees,  and  an 
Angel  of  smaller  size  was  bending  in  front  of  her.  This  has  been  supposed  to  represent  S.  Edbury,  whose  relics 
were  preserved  in  Holy  Cross,  Pershore,  and  whose  figure  witli  an  Angel  offering  a ring  formed  part  of  the 
Abbey  Seal.  Below  all  these  designs,  (forming  at  least  five  successive  coats  of  paint,)  was  found  on  the  original 
plaster  of  the  wall  a still  more  interesting  set  of  paintings.  It  consists  of  a double  row : the  upper  containing 
apparently  the  Annunciation  and  Salutation,  and  another  subject  now  lost;  and  the  lower  the  Adoration  of 
the  Magi,  the  Crucifixion,  and  Resurrection,  and,  as  it  seems,  the  Ascension.  These  are  all  considerably 
injured,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  sketch,  one-eighth  of  the  original  size.  The  outlines  are  all 
red:  the  hair  yellow:  the  robes  blue  and  white:  and  the  Mater  Dolorosa  and  S.  John  partly  of  a pale 
green.  The  arrangement  of  the  colours  has,  for  the  most  part,  been  indicated  in  the  sketches  by  lines  in 
heraldic  manner. 

XL VII.  ©Ijc  ^ttdjfovb  ILtmr,  Sljropsljtrr.  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — This  is  a noble  tree,  one  of  the  first 
probably  that  was  introduced  into  this  country.  Little  is  known  for  certain  of  its  age  or  history ; but  it  is 
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generally  supposed  to  be  coeval  at  least  with  the  fine  old  mansion  near  which  it  stands,  and  which  was  built  in 
the  reign  of  Edward  1st.  It  measures  22  feet  10  inches  in  girth  three  feet  above  the  ground,  and  its  gigantic 
and  graceful  branches  cover  an  extensive  area.  The  summer-house  in  the  centre  has  been  there  for  many 
generations.  In  the  year  1826  a branch  fell  which  contained  149  cubic  feet  of  timber;  and  this  year  (1856) 
a similar  accident  befel  it,  as  one  was  blown  off  containing  93  feet.

XLVIII.  $3rrstou  Bmnonbsrn  (Grange,  Somersetshire,  A.  a.  Clarke , Esq.—' The  Manor  of 

l’reston,  near  Yeovil,  containing  two  hides,  was  given  by  Ansger  Brito,  a Knight  of  Wynebald  de  Baalun,  in 
1092,  to  the  Priory  of  our  Holy  Saviour  of  Bermondsey  in  Surrey,  which  was  A.D.  1089  a Convent  of  Cluniac 
Monks  from  the  Priory  of  De  Caritate  in  France.  The  predial  barn  is  114  feet  in  front,  of  stone  well  cpioined, 
with  a spacious  arched  entrance,  and  a timber  roof  curiously  contrived  for  strength  and  duration.

L.  ©rath  of  S,  IZtlboartl  tljC  Confessor,  H.  F.  St.  John , Esq.— The  very  fine  MS.  from  which 
this  subject  is  taken  is  preserved  in  the  Library  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  Ee,  3,  59.  It  contains  a life 
of  S.  Edward,  King  and  Confessor,  written  in  Anglo-Norman  verse,  probably  a translation  from  the  Latin 
Life  by  Ailred  of  Bievaux,  and  has  an  illumination  at  the  top  of  each  page,  representing  a scene  in  the  history 
of  the  sainted  King,  some  of  which  are  barbarously  obliterated.  The  MS.  seems  to  have  been  written  about 
the  middle  of  the  13th  century.  In  the  illumination  here  selected,  is  represented  the  death-bed  of  the  holy 
King : Angels  receive  the  departing  soul,  whilst  the  Bishop,  attended  by  a train  of  priests  and  others,  repeats 
the  office  for  the  dying : S.  Peter,  holding  the  keys  of  the  gate  of  Paradise,  admits  the  spirit  into  the  presence 
of  our  Blessed  Lord,  enthroned  in  the  vesica.  The  illuminations  in  this  MS.  are  merely  drawn  in  outline 
with  an  ink  resembling  burnt-sienna,  and  enriched  with  partial  washes  of  colour.  Shaw  has  engraved  the 
Burial  of  the  King  in  his  Dresses  and  Decorations  of  the  Middle  Ages , with  great  accuracy,  but  rather  too 
delicately. 

LI.  Comb  of  lEbboarb  Burnell,  1589,  in  Sibtljorpc  Cburdj,  Notts.  Miss  Banks  Wright. — 

“ T1  ie  figure  is  as  large  as  life,  but  very  heavy.  His  head  rests  on  a large  book,  probably  intended  for  a Bible. 
In  black  letters  are  inserted,  13a  me  Barbara  Burnell ; Cob  grant  us  a jooful  Besurrectton.  Behind  this  monu- 
ment is  seen  a portion  of  an  arch  in  the  wall,  (the  other  part  being  covered  by  the  monument,)  under  which  is 
part  of  the  form  of  an  old  tomb,  I imagine  that  of  the  founder  of  the  Church  : over  which,  also  in  the  wall,  is  a 
niche  adorned  with  rude  short  figures  of  warriors.  The  upper  part  of  the  niche  is  decorated  with  many  devices 
and  two  praying  angels.  Our  Saviour  appears  to  be  represented  in  the  centre,  holding  a Cross  in  one  hand. 
At  his  feet  are  two  figures  seemingly  intended  for  supporters.”  Throsby  s Additions  to  Thoroton's  Nottingham- 
shire, Vol.  I.,  p.  332. — This  recess  and  niche  were  doubtless  “the  Holy  Sepulchre,”  used  for  the  ceremonies 
anciently  performed  in  commemoration  of  the  Burial  and  Resurrection  of  our  Lord.  “On  Good  Friday  the 
Crucifix  and  Host  were  here  deposited,  and  watched  the  following  day  and  nights ; and  early  on  Easter 
morning  they  were  removed  from  thence  with  great  ceremony,  and  replaced  on  the  Altar  by  the  priest.” — 
Bloxam's  Gothic  Architecture , p.  192.  The  warriors  in  the  niches  represent  the  Roman  Soldiers  who  “ became 
as  dead  men”  at  the  Resurrection  of  our  Lord,  which  is  the  subject  of  the  sculpture  over  the  niche. 

LTI.  Stoke  Say  Castle,  Sbl'opsljtve.  Mrs.  Stackhouse  Acton. — In  1291  Lawrence  de  Sudelee  ob- 
tained a licence  from  K.  Edward  1st  to  “ strengthen  with  a wall  of  stone  and  lime,  and  crenel  his  Mansion  of 
Stoke-Say.”  The  Tower  and  the  Banquetting  Hall,  as  seen  in  the  sketch,  are  probably  of  this  date,  and  form 
the  western  side  of  a Court  130  feet  long  by  70  feet  wide,  surrounded  by  a moat.  The  Tower  has  externally 
the  appearance  of  two  octagons,  but  towards  the  Court  that  of  one  only. 

LIII.  BomanirBnttsb  IDottcru  from  Stour  near  ^glrsbtiru.  T.  N.  Brush  field,  Esq. — l,  Urn 

of  dark-coloured  ware,  8 inches  in  height.  Its  form  is  very  unusual,  the  base  being  generally  narrow 
instead  of,  as  in  this  specimen,  expanded.  With  it  was  found  a flat  circular  piece  of  iron.  2,  Fragment  of 
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mortarium,  showing  the  potter’s  stamp,  which  has  been  twice  impressed.  3,  Saucer-shaped  vessel  of  coarse 
pottery  with  a black  glaze  on  the  outside.  Its  diameter  is  5}  inches.  4,  Fragments  of  a cup  of  Samian 
ware,  two-thirds  of  the  size  of  the  original.  All  these  are  in  the  Museum  of  Thomas  Bateman,  Esq., 
Yolgrave,  Derbyshire. 

LIV.  Taunton  rjjlriorg,  SoiUCX'SCtSljifC.  It.  Gam , Esq. — In  the  year  1127  William  Giffard,  Bishop 
of  Winchester,  built  and  endowed  a Priory  in  this  town  for  Canons  Regular  of  S.  Augustine,  dedicated 
to  SS.  Peter  and  Paul.  It  was  so  much  increased  and  improved  by  his  successor,  Henry  de  Blois,  brother  of 
K.  Stephen,  that  he  came  in  for  an  equal  share  of  honour  with  the  Founder.  There  must  have  been  other  im- 
provements made  about  the  year  1310,  the  windows  in  the  wall  being  of  that  date.  The  Crosses  which  adorn 
each  gable  are  of  wood,  and  were  put  there  a.d.  1630.  They  were  taken  down  by  the  Puritans,  and  replaced 
at  the  Restoration.  The  Priory  is  now  used  as  a barn. 

LV.  Norman  jTont  in  (Hjorpc  Salbhx  Cljurdi,  Horhsljirr.  Mrs.  TT  7 hnot. — Tt  is  difficult  to 
suggest  a better  explanation  of  the  carvings  on  this  fine  old  Font  than  the  following.  The  Four  Seasons ; — 
Spring,  a man  sowing  con i ; Summer,  one  riding,  and  holding  up  a branch  against  the  heat  of  the  sun ; 
Autumn,  a labourer  tying  up  sheaves  of  corn  ; Winter,  an  old  man  warming  his  feet  at  a fire-place.  The 
opening  of  life  is  represented  by  the  Baptism  of  a child:  its  close,  by  a skeleton,  or  a person  wound  up  in  a 
shroud.  In  the  compartment  next  to  this  are  beautiful  intersecting  arches,  representing,  perhaps,  the  entrance 
to  Paradise.

LVI.  fHtserm,  2Tong  (Eijurrij,  Salop.  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Howard. 

LVII.  ©afc  Carbtncj,  Siong  (Cfjurrfj,  Salop.  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Howard. — This  carved  panelling  is 
in  the  Chancel  above  the  back  of  the  Miserere  in  the  preceding  drawing.  The  ornament  along  the  top  is 
not  above  this  particular  piece  of  panelling,  but  on  those  adjacent,  and  has  evidently  been  continued  all  the 
way  along. 

LVIII.  UTrrbcs.  Rev.  J.  Ij.  Petit. — A small  village  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Loire,  a few  miles  below 
Saumur.  It  may  be  known  by  a large  white  castellated  Tower,  probably  of  the  14th  century.  The  Church, 
which  I have  sketched  on  account  of  its  picturesque  outline,  seems  mostly  to  belong  to  the  12th  century;  but 
the  Steeple,  which  is  joined  in  the  manner  of  a turret  to  the  angle  of  the  low  central  Tower,  is  somewhat 
later. — J.  L.  P. 

LIX.  Hljronc  of  Slttlla,  Esola  fForcrllo,  Fexxtcc  Mi  ■s.  Hudson. — A massive  stone  chair  stands  in 
the  open  field  near  the  Cathedral  of  Torcello,  called  the  Throne  of  Atilla;  but  there  are  many  doubts  as  to 
the  authenticity  of  this  tradition. 

LX.  Cross,  Catljctiral  of  Cor  cello,  ITrntCC.  Mrs.  Hudson.— This  beautiful  little  Cross  is  inserted 
in  the  exterior  wall  of  the  east  end  of  the  Cathedral  of  Torcello,  on  the  Isola  Torcello,  near  Venice. 

LXI.  xlhhcu  of  j$.  ®anbrtllc,  Normantm.  Miss  F.  Strickland.— 1831,  Sept.  15.  S.  Wandrille 
is  situated  two  or  three  miles  from  Caudebec,  in  a very  pretty  valley  clothed  with  rich  green  fields  and  beech 
woods,  in  the  midst  of  which  the  shining  whiteness  of  its  stone,  and  the  delicacy  of  its  light  columns,  make  it 
appear  as  if  cut  out  in  ivory.  The  proprietor  is  pulling  down  the  Church,  u pom  jouer  du  terrein,”  as  his  wife 
told  me.  They  inhabit  the  Dormitory,  using  the  ground-floor,  Refectory,  Kitchen,  Ac.,  as  workshops,  saddle- 
rooms,  &c.  This  part  of  the  building  is  much  more  modern  than  the  Church,  being  built  in  the  15th  or  16th 
centuries.  There  is  a good  deal  of  painted  glass,  which  unless  removed  will  soon  be  destroyed  ; among  which  is 
a figure  of  the  Virgin,  having  a black  face,  though  the  hands  and  feet  are  white.  u La  Dame  Noire”  was  much 
revered  in  this  neighbourhood.  While  taking  a sketch  of  that  part  of  the  Church  which  is  still  standing,  a man 
who  had  been  making  hay  in  an  adjoining  field  came  up  and  entered  into  conversation.  He  much  regretted  the 
destruction  of  the  building,  and  said  that  were  he  the  owner  he  would  on  no  account  have  done  so,  adding  “ que 
c’  etait  un  des  plus  beaux  monumens  de  la  France.  Mademoiselle  aurait  du  la  voir,  il  y a un  an,  mais  a present 
ce  n’  est  plus  rien.”  F.  S. — “ This  Convent  was  founded  in  648,  destroyed  by  the  Normans  in  862,  rebuilt  in 
1033,  and  again  destroyed  by  fire  in  1250.  In  1255  it  arose  again  under  the  Abbot  Pierre  de  Manviel,  was 
continued  by  Geoffrey  and  Guillaume  de  Norville,  and  completed  about  the  end  of  the  14th  century.” 
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LXII.  3Tboo  (£arbmgs  tu  stone  from  tijc  Sbbfu  of  £,  flHanbrtllc,  Xormanbm  Miss  F. 

Strickland. — These  drawings  are  two-thirds  the  size  of  the  originals,  which  are  now  in  Miss  Strickland’s 
possession. 

LXIII.  Cloister  of  tljc  prior’s  H?ouse,  ®enloe*  Mrs.  Stackhouse  Acton. — The  exterior  of  this 
House  is  represented  in  the  volume  of  the  prints  of  the  Anastatic  Drawing  Society  for  1855,  as  well  as  some 
other  parts  of  the  same  building.  The  present  sketch  shews  the  interior  of  the  upper  story  of  the  Cloister,  with 
the  door  leading  into  the  Prior’s  Refectory.  Wenloc  Priory  in  this  print  is  incorrectly  called  an  Abbey. 

LXIV.  Soljlt’S  hospital,  ®!EcnlQCfc  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — Of  the  origin  and  history  of  this  Re- 
ligioirs  Establishment  little  seems  to  be  known.  The  earliest  record  we  have  of  it  is  in  the  year  1267,  when 
Henry  Illrd,  being  at  Shrewsbury,  granted  Letters  of  protection  for  two  years  to  “ the  Brethren  of  the  Hospital 
of  St.  John  of  Wenlock.”  in  1275,  K.  Edward  1st  received  under  his  protection  the  Master  and  Brethren  of 
the  same  Hospital,  their  men,  lands,  effects,  and  rents : and  commanded  all  persons  to  aid  them,  entreating 
that,  when  they  asked  alms,  his  subjects  would  give  munificently.  But  the  building  of  which  the  Gateway 
here  represented  forms  only  a small  remain,  is  evidently  of  a more  recent  date.— See  Eytons  Antiquities  of 
Shropshire^  Yol.  III.  p.  271. 

LXV.  SEljttttngtou  Court,  Clouccstcrsljtrc.  Miss  A.  M.  Reid. — The  present  House  probably 
occupies  the  site  of  a more  ancient  one,  to  which  the  Nave  of  the  present  Parish  Church  is  said  to  have  been 
the  Chapel.  On  the  south  and  south-west  side  of  the  Court  part  of  the  moat  remains.  The  family  of  Cotton 
were  seized  of  this  manor  from  the  time  of  Henry  Vllth  to  that  of  James  1st;  of  whom  was  Richard  Cotton, 
Esq.,  who  is  supposed  to  have  built  the  house.  He  died  in  Queen  Mary’s  reign,  and  his  monumental  brass 
remains  in  the  Chancel  of  the  Church.  The  house  appears  to  have  been  reduced  to  its  present  size,  when  its 
owners  removed  elsewhere,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  less  elevated  inhabitants.  It  has  now  been  for 
generations  a farm-house.  In  the  interior  is  a massive  oak  stair-case,  terminating  in  the  attics,  of  undiminished 
width  to  the  top.  The  rooms  are  of  noble  elevation.  The  mantel-pieces  are  in  keeping  with  the  house, 
originally  highly  finished  even  to  the  summits  of  the  chimnies.  In  the  bed-rooms  are  remarkable  double  doors, 
in  complete  preservation,  to  exclude  sound.  Externally  there  are  remains  of  the  straight  avenue  by  which  the 
house  was  approached,  terminated,  as  to  view,  by  a clump  of  trees  on  an  opposite  hill. 

LXYI.  Jtmts  from  Cintrcljcs  in  tijc  Me  of  TOtgfjt  R.  J.  Jones , Esq. — 1,  Niton:  this  singular 
specimen  of  a Romanesque  Font  stands  under  the  westernmost  arch  on  the  south  side  of  the  Nave ; it  is 
ornamented  at  the  top  with  the  cable-moulding.  2,  Mottistone : a rude  specimen  of  an  early  first-pointed 
Font;  it  stands  at  the  west  end  of  the  south  Aisle.  3,  Whitwell : this  is  likewise  a first-pointed  Font;  it  is 
furnished  with  a drain,  and  has  the  remains  of  staples  for  fastening  the  cover;  it  stands  under  the  Tower-arch. 
J,  Godshill:  this  middle-pointed  Font  stands  in  the  south  Aisle,  west  of  the  door.  5,  Shorewell:  this  is  an 
extremely  plain  middle-pointed  Font,  and  stands  against  the  westernmost  pier  of  the  arcade.  6,  Brixton : this 
Font  is  of  third-pointed  date,  and  stands  in  the  middle  bay  ot  the  north  Aisle. 

LXVII,  LXVIII,  LXIX.  lEncaustic  fttlcpabtug  tit  0Etre  $tbble  Cfjurcfj,  OTorrcstcrsfjirr. 

J.  P.  St.  Aubyn , Esq. — Plate  I,  shewing  the  general  arrangement  of  the  Tiles.  Plates  II  and  III,  enlarged 
drawings  of  tiles,  two-thirds  of  the  real  size.  Plate  II,  fig.  1,  a design  of  sixteen  tiles,  large  fleur  de  lis 
repeated  four  times:  fig.  2 and  3,  a design  of  four  tiles.  Plate  III,  fig.  1,  a design  of  sixteen  tiles,  the  arms 
of  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  repeated  four  times  : fig.  2 and  3,  the  Tudor  rose  and  fleur  de  lis.
